Statement does not correspond to the actual recitations of independent claim 4. For example 
(only), the Statement refers to "dummy" information and to specific ratios of 40% and 60%. The 
claim does not recite dummy information and does not require any specific ratio. 

The October 10, 2006 Statement concludes "For these reasons, in conjunction with the 
other limitations of the allowed independent claim," claim 4 is allowable. However, that 
Statement provided a general argument that did not identify any specific "limitations of the 
allowed independent claim " and as such, did not particularly match the claim recitations. 
Hence, it is unclear what "limitations" or "other limitations" are relevant to the Statement. 
Further the reference to the "in conjunction with the other limitations" should not be construed as 
placing any additional weight on or cumulative requirement for patentability with regard to any 
"other" individual elements of the claim. 

It is respectfully submitted that the allowed claims should be entitled to the broadest 
reasonable interpretation and to the broadest range of equivalents that are appropriate in light of 
the language of the claims, the supporting disclosure and Applicants' prosecution of the claims, 
without reference to the Statement of Reasons for Allowance.
